Amon;^ till' lower animals cancer of 
the atoniaeh doea not form nearly audi 
n large proportion of the total nvmbcr 
of cases. 

Dr. Mayo said that the amount of 
meat cnniumed undoubtedly had some- 
thing to do with the prevalanee of can 
rer. He then explained other kinds 

of cancer, among them tlie pciiiliar 
form which attacks the mouths uf the 
natives of ladls, brought on by an ir 
ritation due to chewing betel nuts 
Cancer of the groin, according to l>r. 
Mayo, is I'onflned almost entirely to 
(liimuey sweeps and sailors. 

During a discussion about the ad 
visability of operatiii;* for nppendi- 
l iti-i. I >i'. .Iiltnes R. .Moore, of Miiine- 
.■i|ioli'*, said that he felt that t)ie re- 
niuval of the appendix was "an inter- 
leience with the ileslguK of th« Lord."

WASHINOTON.— Bugil BugB that fly and bugn that burrow, hups tlmt hit ■ 
1^4 butt that ■tint, big bugt and tiny bugs, ladybugs, and bugs anything- 
k«t teiymm, u* teloc to eost th« federal government $800,000 during t)i< 

fltcal year of 1016. That la the amount 
fl«rri«d In the agricultural bill before 
oongreai. Dr. U O. Howard, chief of 
th« bureau of •ntomelogy and Uncle 
Sam'a ebamptoa b«g hunter, ha* point- 
ed oat, howoYer. that tbeta tneeota 
win coat tho oonntry fully 100 ttmee 
that amount In cotton destroyed; corn 
iiTid wheat and other grain orops In 
Jurod; forefitH devastated; root cropf 
ruined and fields laid almost bare. It 
1b to Btop Bueh ravages ns the«p thai 
the bureau Is iniilnlaiiied. That It 
eaves many tlmcH Its cost every year la demonstrated easily by statistlcB. 

The blggPHt bug from the standpoint of deHtructlveneHs Is the boll weevil 
which la alowly but certainly retreating before the attacks of government 
•OlentlttB. But the "sinews of war" provided by the appropriation bill also 
•re wanted for campaigns against tha gipsy moth, which attacks tree foliage; 
tha horn worm, that destroys tobaoeo plants; the oana Insect that lays low 
eano flalds; tho alfalfa waoTll, which atUeks that crop; tho oinch bug, that 
■uoka tha lite from wheat and eomatalka; the codling moth, that spoils tree 
fruiU; the pine beetle, and the bark beetle. The latter Insect is a serious 
menace to the national and private foresU, because it destroys mllllona of feet 
of standing timber. 

"We have undertaken an extensive study of the house fly," said Dr. How- 
ard. "In the small farm and village 9'J iier cent of the house fill's are bred in 
Btablfl refuse, and wo have been co-opcraMiiK with thi? bureau ol ( lieniistr.v V.i 
tlnd Fdiiie siilistance that will kill the laivui? and not Impair the ferlill/lii;^ 
value of tlie refuse. Wo have found reienlly tlmt there are one or two buch 
subHtanee.s which may be uaed at an economical rale. I think we are on the 
verge of a practical discovery which will bo of great value in the way of re 
4«olng the house fly pest. 

"We have several lines of work now going on In regard to the effect of 
taUMOti on the health of man and animals. We wish, in the first place, to 
ooawlete the records of longevity of the cattle ticks. Then, as to stable flies: 
Thla insect has been shown to be Inatrumental in the carriage of Infantile 
pumlysls. We also expect to undertake a series of malarial (ever studies and 
the MoBomlcs «( malarial aMMKHltoes, la order to provide remedies for the re- 
qnlreateata of planuttoaa, especlalljr la the IClsalsalppI delta, where malaria 
la rllb.*

HOME MIXING OF FERTILIZERS IS 
SIMPLE AND MAY BE ECONOMICAL 

Fanner Firtt Mutt Understand Neede of Soil to be Treated 
and Requirements of Crop|to be Grown Reeulte 
Often Depend on Condition of Components

The question Is frequently asked 
ot the Bxperlmeat Station, can tertil- 
ixers be properly mixed at hems, and 
U so, what advantage la to be gained 
by home mlxlngT 

la answer to the flrst part ot 
the question, there is no doubt 
that fertili/.erB may be well mix- 
ed at home, provided the ma- 
terials U30d are obtained lu good uie- 
chanical condillou. Most of them come 
in good condition, such as bone meal, 
tankage, acid phosphate, and dried 
blood. Some of them may come In a 
hard lumpy condition, such as sulfate 
of potash, muriate of potash and ni- 
trate ot soda. These latter materials 
could be bought under speciflcatlons 
requiring good mechanical condition, 
which could be produced by regrlnd- 
lug, if necessary. 

There ai o small macluiie.^ now made 
tor grindini; aud tuUiu^ Icrtllizers, 
some small enough lu be operated by 
hand, when only mixing is to be done. 
Home- mixing can be wore economic- 
ally done by a group ot farmers buy- 
ing together their materials In carload 
lots direct from the producer or whole- 
sale dealer, and nilng a small power 
mixer. Yet an Individual may make 
large savings by mixing on a fioer with 
a shovel. 

Process Is Simple. 

There is no diUlculty in thoroughly 
mixing fertiliiers with a shovel, as 
has beca repeatedly shown. Concrete 
requires more thorough mixing than 
fertilizers and Is more difficult to mix. 
Yet most of it is done with shovels. 

After having decided upon the for- 
mula to be used, the process is very

And as maa's haadlwork alwaya expreeses his 
ladlviduality. the "thumb print" ot every coaaterfelter waa literally on every 
Mil be put out. Today, bowerer. blUs may be duplicated by a purely aechan- 
leal process; but the lines are heavy and uneven, and, while such a reprodue- 
tlon may get by an Inexperianoed clerk, the expert can spot it at a glance. 

DespitB tha (fcct that the paper on which our n^oney Is printed Is so oasil.v 
duplicated, secret service men say there Is not more than |4 in 1300.000 that 
are counterfeits, and that in sliver there will l>e tliree bud dullarsi hi everv 
100,000. It is not a illtie odd that counterfeV dollars are a peculiar sort of 
traad on the government, for the couoterfell dollars are vury apt to con'.j^ii/ 
aior« silver than the real dollar, aud they weigh more, and that la us^>ally 
flow tbey can be detected. Counterfeiters can make silver dollars out of aV 
awst pure stiver sad yet make Moasgr oa them.

For example, suppose a tkrmer wish- 
es to use a terttllter which would sup- 
ply the full amount of the above-named 
elemenLs (ir lined In 1,000 pounds ot 
tobacco, iiHimi.iig the whole plant, 
namely, 32 pounds of nitrogen, S 
pounds of phosphoric acid and 41 
pounds of potash.

M pounds of sulfate of potash. 

This Is used merely for Ulustrstivo 
purposes, as one would hardly use 
such a formula In a soil deficient In 
phosphorus, as most Kentucky soils 
are except In the Bluegrass region. 
When the soli Is deficient In phos- 
phorus a larger amount of the acid 
phusphaie should he used In such a 
mixture, any not less than 2uO pounda 
In the central IllucKiass region the 
arid phosphate may well be entirely 
dispensed with. This shows the ne- 
cessity for understanding one's soil as 
well as the crop he wishes to grow. 
Question of Saving. 

As to t*!e second I'ari of the 
(liiestidii. What advantage is to be 
gained by home mixing? the answer Is. 
none, if the farmer can get the kind 
of mixture he wants at a reasonable 
price, for manufacturers with large, 
well equipped plibts can mix fertlll** 
ers at minimum espease.

tbe actual number of bushels ot corn 
that are destroyed by rats and mice in 
Kentucky each year. Kvery farmer 
who keeps corn in cribs, however, 
knows that tho loss is very heavy. 

I'ndouhtedly the most effective cribs 
are the all metal Cribs, which are man- 
ufactured by several firms in tbe 
United Itates. There is no possible 
chance with these orlbe ot rats or mice 
g&lntng an entrance aniees the door 
has been accidentally left open. These 
criba are very desirable but quite ex- 
pensive. The common method of mak- 
ing cribs rat and mouse proof and one 
which la followed by careful , larinene, 
is to elevate the crih <m posts so thai 
the milt Ills will have difflciilty In ob- 
taining a foothold to gnaw through 
the crib fioor. These posts may be of 
wood, or ordinary sewer pipe filled 
with concrete. The.'?e concreto filled 
pipes should be rested oa concrete 
toaadatloaa with the flaage end ivwn-

It the eggs must 
be kept any length of time, they 
should be kept at a temperature of 
61 degreee. A higher temperature will 
fcUrt ths eggs to hatching.

They 
contain tbe same anionnt of plant tood 
as the ton of 2-S-2 niixturo, and bags.

Another very interesting study waa 
the selling price of mixtures of add 
phosphate and potash.

There Is probably little dlffsreace la ' 
merits between the ■otthem grawa 
sgef aad the home giowi second crop, 
A good plan lg to bny seed of either 
of these kiada every ether year aad 
save seed tnm this cn-p for the fol- 
lowing year. A better rian Is to grew 
a saeaad erop tor tmi. each year.

of com in southern Manitoba oa Sep- 
tember 28.

doagh ataga,aad tba aiop weald aaally 
snaed M tons to tba aara. At naay 
exparisMatal tarna, tba sane tavot» 
abia ahowing of the corn crop haa 
BAnlfasted Itaelf. At the Brandon ex- 
perimental farm this year aaveral v» 
rletles, all very good yMldats, insllim 
into good silo corn. 

ConslderliiK the success with which 
corn can l>n produced, and the advai^ 
tages to be gained by so producing It, 
should not it receive tbe serious at- 
tention of the weatera agrlculturlstT 
Corn is sueeeeafully grown in tba 
northern part of Minnesota la sfaa^ 
lar Boil and under tba aaaa allSMtlo 
condition, and thara doaa aot appear 
to ba aay raasea why Uko raaalta 
■hoald aot ba saenrad la waataia Caa* 
ada. It to the opinion ot nany Ansri* 
can tamers of esperfenoe that the 
com belt la extending northward The 
prairie provinces must gradually take 
up with mixed farming. More stock 
on the farms muat bo raised, and In 
consequence farming must to some 
extent he diverted from grain growing 
to other necessary crops. If crops 
suitable for wintering cattle and espe- 
cially dairy stock are to be grown, 
why should not com be one of theaa 
erops? In OnUrio and ta tba VMtaA 
Statee we find it tonna tha aula bulky 
food for wintering beat aad dairy cat* 
tie. They would aot ba wttboat tbta 
profitable ptont In faet, ataiee Its la* 
troduetlon almost twice as nuoh atook 
can bo retained on the aame amouat 
of land, besides considering its great 
value for keeping the land clean. 
Some may say that many crops that 
can be grown In Ontario and tha 
States cannot bo grown here, but not 
so with corn, even now we find sca^ 
tared fields of corn In Alberta and
